FINALLY ABOLISHED

Shapes of the Satellites. 

Photometric studies of six of the 
principal satellites of Saturn, made by 
Guthnick, indicate a confirmation of 
the previous conclusions of other ob- 
servers that several, and perhaps all, 
of these satellites behave like our 
own moon in keeping always the same 
side toward the planet around which 
they revolve. In regard to the satel- 
lite named Tethys, an interesting hy- 
pothesis ts-offered to account for its 
very marked changes of luminosity. 
The theory is that Tethys possesses 
the form of a long ellipsoid, the two 
principal axes of which are to one an- 
other in the ratio of five to two. A 
similar suggestion has been made con- 
cerning the shape of the asteroid 
Eros, which likewise exhibits great va- 
riations of light, according to its posi- 
tion in its orbit around the sun.— 
Harper’s Weekly. 


Indian Rice Rolls.

size, shape and color of grain, as well 
as in suitability for culinary purposes. 

More than seventy million acreg are 
annually put under rice in India, and 
samples of all the varieties produced 
have recently been stone ie in Eng 
land. One of these ds peculiar in that 
it is too glutinous to be boiled in the 
ordinary way. This difficulty is avold- 
ed by: boiling it in bamboo tubes, and 
after being thus prepared it is left in 
the tubes to be eaten cold, especially 
by travelers. When the rice is eaten 
the bamboo is peeled‘ and a long 
roll of rice appears, which forms an 
excellent substitute for bread.—Harp- 
er’s Weekly.

Two Hundred Housed in One Struc- 
ture Located In Fulton Street, 
New York City.

There are lapidaries of various kinds, 
among them diamond cutters and pol- 
ishers, all from Amsterdam. There 
are manufacturing jewelers who take 
gold and gems and enhance their 
value many fold by their . artistry. 
There is a woman shoemaker, with 
several Wall street information bu- 
reaus, a detective agency, burnishers 
of metals, workers in words—other- 
wise free-lance writers—manufactur- 
ers of face cream and toilet prepara- 
tions in general, well borers, shirtma- 
kers, doctors, perfumers, architects, 
engravers, dealers in real estate, in 
sigars, in Hquor. There is one firm 
which is the largest dealer in the 
world in black diamonds, the gems 
used for boring deep into the earth. 
Saving Carbons, > 
Every time the attendant trims an 
arc light it is necessary to remove a 
Piece of carbon which may be three 
or four inches in length and this has 
been heretofore thrown away. The 
carbon” can not be made any smaller 
for the reason that the rapidity of 
their consumption varies so that it 
is necessary to provide a carbon of 
sufficient length to insure that it 
shall last a prescribed period, even 
though it should happen io be of a 
texture that would consume more 
rapidly than usual. There seemed to 
be no prospect of making uses of 
these pieces, but recently a thrifty 
German inventor employed by one of 
the electric companies has . caused 
these pieces to be saved and he 
makes use of them by cementing 
them to the ends of new carbons. In 
this way the entire carbon is con- 
sumed. The time spent in the re 
construction of the carbon is very 
trifling and the saving well worth 
while where there are any great num- 
ber of the stubs to be saved. 

United States Fought Piracy. 

In 1832 piracy in the West Indian 
waters had become so common and 
bold that the United States sent a 
fleet to break it up and the fieet cap- 
tured more than twenty pirate ships. 
Between 1817 and 1825 President Mon- 
roe sent several communications to 
congress concerning piratical opera- 
tions in West Indian waters, and one 
of them referred particularly to pirate 
ships at Porto Rico: the message 
said: “The piracies by which our 
commerce in the neighborhood of the 
Island of Cuba had been affilcted 
have been repressed rud the confi- 
dence of our merchants in «a great 
measure restored.”

SPOT THAT DRAWS BATHERS 


Natural “Shoot the Chutes” on Island 
of Kaual Furnishes a Delightful 
Amusement. 


There is a natural “shoot the 
chutes” on the Island of Kauai which 
would make the fortune of an amuse- 
ment manager if it could be trans- 
ferred to the United States. Kauai is 
sixty-five miles northwest of Honolulu, 
and has a volcano of its own near 
Kalao, but now extinct. Down one 
side of this lava-coated volcanic moun- 
tain rushes the Kopaa, a deep; wide 
stream of delightfully clear. cool wa- 
ter. Half way in its rapid descent it 
takes a leap of twenty feet over a 
lava cliff, and, pouring downward with 
accelerated speed, empties into a pool 
fifteen feet deep and fifty feet wide. 
For fifty feet above the pool the wa- 
ter has cut a deep channel in the lava, 
with a floor as smooth as glass. 

Down the curves of this natural 
chute the bather slides swiftly to the 
pool below. So steep is the chute and 
so rapid the descent that it is only 
a second after the bather launches 
himself into the stream from a natural 
platform of lava above before he 
plunges into the crystal pool at the 
bottom. Visitors to Honolulu go all 
the way to Kauai to enjoy the Kopaa 
slide. 


First Presidential Elections. 

In the early days of the republic 
the electors were chosen by the legis- 
latures of the different states and 
voted without any formal instructions 
for two persons, the person receiving 
the highest number of votes becoming 
president and the next highest vice- 
president. At the first election, in 
1789, there were ten states voting and 
69 electoral votes. George Washing- 
ton received all the electoral votes, 69, 
and John Adams of Massachusetts re- 
ceived 34 votes; John Gay of New 
York, 9; John Rutledge of South Caro- 


lina, 6; John Hancock of Massachu- 
setts, 4; Samuel Huntington of Con- 
necticut, 2; George Clintop of New 


York, 3; John Milton of Georgia, 2; 
James Armstrong of Georgia, 1; Ben- 
jamin Lincoln of Massachusetts, 1. 
So Washington became president and 
Adams vice-president. This practice 
continued several -years. 


Another Enemy of the Fly. 

The fly has an effective enemy other 
than the hand that wields the swatter 
This is the parasitic fungus known 
as the Empusa muscae. This fungus 
is a deadly enemy of the house fly, 
and it must destroy myriads of these 
pernicious insects, especially in the 
fall. The fligs may often be seen in 
a dead or dying condition on walls, 
ceilings and window panes, surround- 
ed by a quantity of white powder— 
{. e., the spores of the fungus which 
have fallen from the insect’s body. 
These spores are capable of infecting 
other flies which may come in ccn- 
tact with them. Whether the flies 
actually eat the spores, or merely get 
them attached to their bodies, appar 
ently is not known. 2 


Powerful New Magnifying Glass. 

A new method of seeing things 
which is one million million times 
more powerful than the most powerful 
magnifying glass of today is being 
tested in England by Sir J. J. Thom- 
son. Up until a short time ago the 
spectroscope was the finest instru- 
ment of ahalysis available for chem- 
ical and scientific research. And now 
comes this instrument, millions upon 
millions of times more exact than the 
spectroscope. With his new magnify- 
ing apparatus, a combination of spec- 
troscope and photographing camera, 
Sir J. J. Thomson is said to have been 
able to detect chemical combinations 
which ex¥st only in that part of a 
second which compares to a second 
as a second compares to a year.

For example, if you look at the fig- 
ure here. presented you would be 
willing to swear that the heavy hort- 
zontal lines*are not parallel. But they 
are, as you can satisfy yourself by 
measuring. It is the oblique cross 
lines that produce this deception.
